A pilot officer of the R.A.F.

Rider To Jury’s Fatal 
Wall: Collapse Verdict 


“We consider ‘the architect did nor 
exercise proper care jn supervision, 
with the. result that the wall built 
did not. in certain plnccs come up 
to the recognised standard of safety,” 
was the rider of a Coroner's Jury, 
at the conclusion of ‘a death Inquiry 
held before Mr H. G, Sheldon. 1c./ 
at Central Magistracy yesterday. 

The Inquiry was into the death of 
fp Wai-sang, 28, a coolle of the 
Hongkong Sanntorium, who dicd as 
& result of the collapse of.a retain- 
ing wall in Ventris Road on Janu- 
ary 23. F 

The Jury, comprising Messrs J. D. 
Thomson (Foreman), George Dobbs 
and Tsu! Sook-pun, retumed a: ver- 
dict of accidental death, 

The -hearing was previously ad- 
journed for a week for evidence to 
be adduced concerning the laying of 
cables by the Hongkong Electric 
Company in the vicinity of the col- 
lapsed wall, . 

Mr D. B. Evans held oa watching 
brief for the Hongkong Electric Com- 
puny yesterdny, and Mr A. el Arculli 
held o watching brief for-Mr A. ‘J. 
Lane, who was the architect respdn- 
sible for the drawing up of the plans 
of the wall. 

Kevallea to the witness box, Mr 
Lane stated that after the collapse 
of the wall he found that a certain 
amount of earth at the ‘toc of the 
wall, and which nocted. as a form of 
resistance, had‘ been taken away and 
the ground levelled. out. 

Witness. also pointed out that the 
caretaker’s hut which had been des- 
troyed by the collapse, had been built 
10 {t from the foot of the wall and 
about eight feet below the level of 
the foundation of the wall. Accord- 
ing to theBullding Ordinance the 


-owner-of: the: property-for which- the: 


wall was bullt should have been in- 
formed that the hut was to be built 
10 ft. from the wal] and below the 
Icvel of the foundation. The owner 
had not been Informed. that it was 
contemplated to build. a hut there. 


Cables Re-Laid. 


Mr W. Baker, Englinecr of ° the 
Hongkong Electric Company, stated 
that he commenced re-loying the 
cables Jn August 1940. Previously, 
the cables ran up the hillside where 
the wall had been constructed. The 
cables were two inches in dlameter 
nnd were put side by side {into a 
trench at the foot of the wall, The 
dimensions of the trench were about 
18 inches deep and one foot wide. 

Witness ‘stated that in digging the 
trench there had been contact with 
the foundation of the wall.

- Tortured To: Death. 


“LONDON, June 17 (Reuter).— 
Januuz Kusocinsle, famous Polish 
| ‘long-distance ranner, who won tho 
10,000 metres championship in the 
Olymplo Games at Los Anreles in 
1932, has been tortured to death by 
the Gestapo, according to news 
reaching Polish circles here. - | 


Kusocinskl, ke hundreds ‘of other 
prominent cltizens, was charged by 
the Germans of being connected with 
nantl-German .underground activities, 
Although lacking proof, the Gestapo 
determined to extract information 
from Kusocinski, and tortured him, 
for several months before killing him. 


They ‘first broke hts legs” which |. 


brought him many athletic victortes 
in various parts of the world, and 
during the second: investigation they 
broke hia left arm: and damaged hts 
right eye, 


Later Kusocinski was thrown Into 
a dark dungeon practically. without 
food and water and was periodically 


‘subjected to fresh tortures,

_ Horse, Says Ex-Envoy 


Japan made the same mistake os Italy when she 
joined the Axis—she thought Britain and the Empire were 


“down.and out,” Sir Robert Clive, former British ambas- 
sador to. Japan, told Vancouver Board of ‘Trade trans- 


portation bureau recently, 


“Japan may now feel she 
the tall, grey-haired diplomat 


has backed the wrong horse,” 


said. “It is significant sho is 


now putting out ‘feclers’ with a view to stopping, the war with 


China.” 


- A Jarge and enthusinstic: audience 
of clvse oMeials and prominent busi- 
ness men listened enthralled, and 
applauded frequently as Sir Robert 
presented Is views of Japanese cx- 
pansion and Anglo-Japanese relia- 
tlons, in an address given under 
ausplees of the Overseas. League. 
He declared Japan joincd the 
‘Axis ‘becnuse,. while Britain stood in 
the way of her economic expansion 
more thon any other country, Ger- 
many did nat. 
“When Japanese trade betan to 
develop after the Great War, she 
suddenly realized. that Great Britain 
was In possession of places that were 
vital to her expansion ‘needs. - 
“It was not a case of Sndividual 
dislike because, as it happens, the 
British people as Individuals have 
always got on well with the Japan- 


ese.” 
Developed Trade 
. At one time, Sir Robert’ said,’ the 
idea prevailed that Japan wos a 
- military and not a commercial race.. 
Since then, by her vast development 
of the cotton industry, Sonn had 
proved her capacity for developing 
trade on a big scale. 

Japan was Involved in the last war 
to such a small extent that immedi- 
ately after hostilities ceased she was 
in a position’ to “forge. ahead,” 

" “After. the war the Jnpanese got 
away ton flying start by sending 
arms to Russla, and’ from: 1920 lo 
1930 developed an cnormous — trade 
in cotton goods, particularly in the 
Far East, during the slump Jn Lanca- 
shire. . 3 

Push Out White Man 

Slr Robert showed how Japan had 
followed a colonial policy of “push- 
ing aut the white man’s trade.” - 

“This is. directly contrary to the 
British policy of encouraging free 
trade in oll her colontes, Hongkong 
‘and Singapore are fitting examples 


Japanese ~-made—a 
claim which practically amounted to 
suzerainty over China, This wus 
tested when Sir Frederick Leith 
Ross, a high trensury official, came 
out with the Iden of somchow stabi- 
lizing the Chinese dollar. —. ;

WINNING BATTLE OF 
‘ THE SKIES 


AGAINST the broad canvas: 
of a conflict which, with its latest. 
developments, has virtually be- 
come a world war, the signi- 
ficance of the daylight offensive 
over northern 
France during the past four days, 
ds, perhaps, lable to lose its 
correct -perspective and to be 
regarded, in well-known military 
parlance, as merely “local acti- 
vity.” But: the figures of ro- 
lative German and British losses 
are too arresting to permit this 
valuation. Tho Nazis, with all 
the advantages of a defensive 
fighting unit have lost 118 planes 

(for - certain) against 
“RAI. a 30a" ratio of “nearly 
four to one. 

These figures give part of the 
picture. They. demonstrate the 
greatness of the new Spitfires 
and re-emphasise the undoubted 
superiority of the British pilots. 
They illustrate that whereas the 
Nazi airmen, when they invade 
Britain, seldom escape with an 
adverse ratio of losses of much 
less than three to one, the 
R.A.F., when they take the war 
into the enemy’s camp, can re- 
tain at least the same favourable 
proportion of losses in men and 
machines, ts 

The other side of the picture 
which the last four days have 
given is that Britain is more 
and more attaining the position 
where she can raid Germany and 
German-occupied territory ‘with

RUSSIAN | 
ASSETS IN 
U. S. FREED 


WASHINGTON, June. 24 
(Reuter).—The Treasury has 
lifted the. restrictions from 
Russian’ money -assets in the 
United States.
